What does 
the issue mean? The Bible con- 
tains the conception of God that 
is held by the Christian world; if 
the Bible is not true, the Chris- 
tian world has no conception of 
God. The Bible gives us our own 
knowledge of Christ; if the Bible 
is not true, there is no Christ in 
the sense in which the Bible reveals 
Him to us. The Bible is the only 
infallible guide we have, the only 
one; if that infallible guide is tak- 
en away, we have no guide. If the 
parent cannot give the Bible to his 
child and say to the child, “It is 
true; you can trust it, you cannot 
be led astray if you will take it 
as a guide’’—if the parent cannot 
say that to his child about the 
Bible, what can he say? Then he 
has no guide. That is the issue.

The Scripture teaches that false teachers who will bring 
in damnable heresies, denying the Lord Jesus who bought 
them, will throfigh covetousness use FEIGNED WORDS, that 
js, deceitful words. Modernists are deceivers. You cannot 
cepend upon the word of any man who claims to be a Chris- 
tian but does not believe the Bible. If a man were honest 
he would not claim to be a Christian if he did not believe 


tiie historic Christian position. According to the explicit 
prophecy of the Word of God, those who turn their backs 
on the Book and the blood will, in order to still be reckoned 
gospel preachers and receive the respect and support of gospel 
preachers, use feigned, deceitful words. 


The same thing is taught in I 
Timothy 4:1 and 2: 

“Now the Spirit speaketh ez- 
pressly, that in the latter times 
some shall depart from the faith, 
giving heed to seducing spirits, and 
doctrines of devils; Speaking lies 
én hypocrisy; having their con- 
science seared with a hot iron.” 


Those who depart from the faith 
will speak lies in hypocrisy, says 
the Word of God. 

Let every Christian beware, 
then, and do not take at face 
value the statement of any man 
who does not believe the Bible 
but who claims to be a Christian. 


Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick 
an Example 

I have just had a recent example 
»Yrought to my attention in this 
gnatter. Dr. Harry Emerson Fos- 
dick, May 17, 1949, wrote to Mr. 
hnarles E. Neal, then a student 
i. Wake Forest College at Wake 
Forest, North Carolina, and Bro- 
ther Neal now sends a copy of the 
letter to me. It is as follows: 
“Mr. Charles E. Neal 
“Box 692 
“Wake Forest, N. C. 


“Dear Mr. Neal: 

“I have read your letter with 
friendly sympathy. My heart goes 
warmly out to you as you under- 
take your ministry, and I hope 
iiat you may take time to get a 
thorough preparation in some good 
it eological seminary, and prepare 
yourself for real leadership in this 
coming generation. Never did a 
generation need Christian leader- 
ship more. 

“T judge from your letter that 
your background is what is ordin- 
arily called fundamentalist. For 
example, you apparently identify 
belief in the divinity of our Lord 
with belief in His virgin birth. I 
aim sure you are mistaken about 
that. I believe profoundly in the 
divinity of Jesus. That doctrine 
mwas established by Paul and John 
primarily, so far as the New Test- 
ament is concerned, and neither of 
inem mentioned the virgin birth. 
There are reasons for serious de- 
ibate about the virgin birth, and 
one may hold it or not hold it, 
and ~still believe with equal 
strength in our Lord’s divine na- 
ture. 

“Your idea of verbal inspiration 
wlso seems to me to need rethink- 
ing. What possible good would 
verbal: inspiration do in the orig- 
finals when the originals have been 
lost to us? That is a purely hypo-

thetical matter, and belief one way 
or another about it never yet made 
a man a better disciple of our 
Lord. The inspiration of the Bible 
is in its spiritual quality. It brings 
us the eternal gospel of God, who 
came to us in Christ reconciling 
the world unto Himself. That I 
believe with all my heart! 

“I am asking my secretary to 
send you a list of my books. No- 
body need be in the least doubt 
as to what I think about all sorts 
of questions in the realms of 
theology, and of religion in gen- 
eral. I certainly have written 
enough. I am sure that in the 
library at Wake Forest you are 
likely to find a copy of my book 
on a Guide to Understanding the 
Bible, and of my book of The 
Modern Use of the Bible. These 
may be of help to you in getting 
at what I, along with all the 
Christian ministers with whom I 
am personally acquainted, think 
about such matters as are troubling 
you. My advice to you, however, 
as I, a man 71 years old, speak 
to a youth, is not to let your con- 
ceptions of Christ and of the eter- 
nal gospel which He brought to 
the world, be clouded over by such 
comparatively unimportant partic- 
ulars as are causing you anxiety 
now. 

“Sincerely yours, 
(Signed) Harry Emerson Fosdick” 


In the above letter I want to 
show you some of the “feigned 
words,” of which the Bible warns 
us, the “speaking lies in hypoc- 
risy’” which the Bible says false 
teachers and those who depart 
from the faith, will be guilty of. 

1. Dr. Fosdick said, “I believe 
profoundly in the divinity of Jesus. 
That doctrine was established by 
Paul and John primarily, so far 
as the New Testament is con- 
cerned, and neither of them men- 
tioned the virgin birth. There are 
reasons for serious debate about 
the virgin birth, and one may 
hold it or not hold it, and still be- 
lieve with equal strength in our 
Lord’s divine nature.” 

Note that Dr. Fosdick claims 
to believe profoundly in the divin- 
ity of Jesus. He believes that doc- 
trine as taught by John and Paul, 
and in the New Testament, he 
says. | 
But Dr. Fosdick, writing to a 
young man in college, writes de- 
ceitfully. He really does not be- 
lieve in the divinity of Jesus Christ 
in the way taught in the Bible, 
the way taught by Paul and John, 


and in the New Testament. He is 
on record in this matter so clearly 
that we will let Dr. Fosdick prove 
that he himself is a deceiver. In 
Dr. Fosdick’s book, The Hope of 
the World, on page 103, in his 
sermon, “The Peril of Worshipping 
Jesus,” Dr. Fosdick says: 


“T can imagine some one saying, 
But, then, do you mot believe in 
the divinity of Jesus? To which I 
answer that I believe in the div- 
inity of Jesus with all my faculties 
if we can come to an understand- 
ing about what we mean by divin- 
ity ... Divinity is not something 
supernatural that ever and again 
invades the natural order ina 
crashing miracle. . . . Divinity is 
love.” 

Again, on pages 103-104 he says, 
“Of course the divinity of Jesus 
differs from ours in degree but 
not in kind. . . To say therefore 
that God was in Christ seems to 
me no theological puzzle at all. I 
think God was in my mother, the 
source of the loveliness that bless- 
ed us there! And I rise up from 
that with a profound sense of the 
reality of what I am doing when 
I profess my faith that God was 
in Christ.” 

You see, Dr. Fosdick simply 
means love when he says divinity. 
He says expressly, “That is divin- 
ity—love” (page 103). Jesus was 
divine exactly like _ Fosdick's 
mother was. divine, he says, and 
that Jesus is different from other 
men only in degree. All men are 
divine, Jesus a little more divine 
than some of us, he thinks. 


That .we cannot misunderstand 
him, Dr. Fosdick on page 104 of 
this same book, The Hope of the 
World, expressly says the does not 
helieve that statement of the deity 
of Christ which all true Bible be- 
lievers believe. He says, “Listen 
to this about Jesus of Nazareth: 
‘The second person in the Trinity, 
being very and eternal God, of 
one substance, and equal with the 
Father, did... take upon Him 
man’s nature,’ so that ‘two whole, 
perfect, and distinct natures, the 
Godhead and the manhood, were 
inseparably joined together in one 
person, without conversion, com- 
position, or confusion.” He does 
not believe that Jesus is very God, 
one with the Father. In fact, the 
whole sermon is saying that it is 
perilous and is sinful to worship 
Jesus. He says that Jesus would 
not “enjoy being prayed to, sung 
to, talked about in exalted, theo- 
logical terms, and enshrined on the 
high altars of the church” (p. 98). 

And this man who believes that 
Jesus is not very God, and who 
Says plainly in print that he uses 
the term divinity only as being a 
synonym for love, and that Jesus 
is not divine in any sense in which 
others are not divine in some 
degree—that man _hypocritically 
writes a young preacher, a stu- 
dent, and tells him, ‘TI believe pro- 
foundly in the divinity of Jesus.” 

He has taken the word divinity 
and made it to mean anything else 
but divine. He has _ intentionally 
and deliberately perverted the 
language to deceive. 


Dr. Fosdick indicates that the 
accuracy and reliability of the 
Bible is lost because we do not 
have original manuscripts of the 
Bible. He says, ‘‘What possible 
good would verbal inspiration do 
in the originals when the originals 
have been lost to us?” 


Now if Dr. Fosdick knows that 
there are hundreds of manuscripts 
of the Bible available, copies of 
Originals carefully handed down, 
that these copies are so many, and 
so nearly alike, that not a single 
doctrine of the Bible is in ques- 
tion, and that not over one word 
in ten thousand in the New Test- 
ament is even questionable, then 
his statement is wholly insincere. 
Suppose we concede that Dr. Fos- 
dick may not know of the studies 
of Gaussen, famous Swiss theolog- 
ian whose book has been a stand- 
ard authority on the inspiration 
of the Bible many years, his Theop- 
neustia or The Inspiration of the 
Holy Scriptures now published in 
this country by Moody Bible In- 
stitute and is a classic. Suppose 
he does not know the § facts 
brought out by the studies of War- 
field of Princeton University, or 
of Machen, or Wilson. Suppose he 
is unfamiliar with the studies of 
Dr. B. H. Carroll or even the notes 
in the Scofield Reference Bible. 
Suppose he does not know as much 
as I know, and as all reputable 
conservative scholars over Amer- 
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ica know. In that case he may be 
sincere in saying such a thing but 
he proves himself wholly unschol- 
arly, unreliable and untrustworthy. 
If we concede that the original 
manuscripts are verbally inspired, 
as they have clearly claimed to be 
again and again and as Jesus said 
they were, then, when we know 
how carefully the Word has been 
translated and preserved and veri- 
fied in hundreds of documents, as 
attested by the best Bible scholar- 
ship of the age—then we know 
that we have a reliable Bible, in- 
fallible in every matter of doc- 
trine, with no chance of the origi- 
nal meaning being lost in any im- 
portant matter, by a gloss or by 
the error of any translator or 
copyist. Now either Dr. Fosdick 
does not know the facts in this 
case, and when he speaks on the 
matter of inspiration he speaks 
aS an ignoramus, or he was de- 
liberately trying to deceive this 
young preacher, this college stu- 
dent who believed in the inspira- 
tion of the Bible. Which do you 
think is true? 


2. Dr. Fosdick claims to believe 
and preach Christ and ‘the eter- 
nal gospel*which He brought to 
the world.” He says, “My advice 
to you, however, as I, a man 71 
years old, speak to a youth, is not 
to let. your conceptions of Christ 
and of the eternal gospel which 
He brought to the world, be cloud- 
ed over by such comparatively un- 
important particulars as are caus- 
ing you anxiety now.” 


But does Dr. Fosdick really be- 
lieve in Christ and “the eternal 
gospel” which Christ brought in- 
to the world? Does he believe in 
this gospel as it is revealed in the 
writings of Paul, to whom he him- 
self refers in the second para- 
graph of his letter? No, he does 
not! On page 138 of his book, The 
Hope of the World, Dr. Fosdick 
says, “Well, I am a modernist.” 
On page 15 he says also, “I, for 
one, a modernist...” He delares it 
is a sin to worship Jesus, that 
Jesus is divine only in the sense 
in which Fosdick’s mother is di- 
vine. He has plainly stated that 
Jesus is not. God, although he 
would have this young college stu- 
dent believe that he believed in 
the divinity of Christ. 

Well, what is’ the gospel, that 
Same “eternal gospel” which Christ 
brought into the world, which Dr. 
Fosdick professes to believe and 
wants the young student to be- 
lieve? Well, it is referred to in 
the language of the Lord Jesus 
Himself in Mark 16:15, 16: 


“And he said unto them, Go yes 


into all the world, and preach the 
gospel to every creature. He that 
believeth and is baptized shall be 
saved; but he that believeth not 
shall be damned.” 


The gospel- requires one to be« 
lieve in Jesus Christ for salvation. 
Every one who does not personally 
trust in Him, in His atoning blood, 
“shall be damned,” Jesus said. 

What is this “eternal -gospel” 
which Christ brought into the 
world? It is given by divine in- 
spiration in the language of Paul, 
in I Corinthians 15:1-4: 


“Moreove’, brethren, I declare 
unto you the gospel which I 
preached unto you, which also ye 
have -received, and wherein ye 
stand; By which also ye are saved, 
if ye keep in memory what I 
preached unto you, unless ye have 
believed in vain. For I delivered 
unto you first of all that which I 
also received, how that Christ died 
for our sins according to _ the 
scriptures; Ard that he was 
buried, and that he rose again the 
third day wii Ne hie to the scrip- 
tures.” 

Christ literally died for our sins, 
rose bodily from the grave. That, 
Paul says by divine inspiration, 
is the gospel that Paul preached, 
“by which also ye are saved,” he 
says. 

I say that for Dr. Fosdick to pro- 
fess that he believes the gospel and 
wants young preachers to preach 
the gospel of Christ and says that 
that is “the eternal gospel that he 
brought into the world,” when he 
never has preached anything of 
the kind; when he preaches a- 
gainst the deity of Christ, against 
worshipping Christ, against the 
Virgin birth, against the bodily re-

A Visit With Dr. A. J. Armstrong 


Dr. A. J. Armstrong, professor 
of English, has been an institution, 
in Baylor University at Waco, for 
many years. Last week I drove in 
from the Latham Springs Encamp- 
ment to see Baylor University, and 
called on Dr. Armstrong. He is in 
the new Browning building, the 
English building costing a million 
and a half dollars, built as a 
memorial to the great English 
poet, Robert Browning. Here will 
be collected the greatest single 
collection of authentic Browning 
mementoes obtainable, one of the 
greatest such collections in the 
world. Browning’s desk, letters of 


Robert and Elizabeth Barrett 
Browning, pictures, manuscripts, 
articles of furniture, sculpture, 


etc. Dr. A. J. Armstrong has raised 
the money for it and has been the 
guiding genius in building this 
Browning shrine. The building, al- 
ready in use, but unfinished, will 
become a sanctuary for all lovers 
of literature and arts, and partic- 
ularly lovers of the Christian phil- 
osophy of the great poet. 

Dr. Armstrong was hale and 
hearty and still sees visions as 
well as dreams. He showed ‘me 
and Mrs. Rice and Mr. and Mrs. 
Walter E. Handford, Jr., through 
the building, told us of the labor, 
the plans, the frustrations and 
victories, of the work. Dr. Arm- 
strong has toured Europe forty 
times. He has been the intimate 
of many great men. But as we 
talked of his friend, the late Dr. 
William Lyon Phelps, of Brown- 
ing, Shakespeare, Tennyson and 
others, Dr. Armstrong said, ‘My 
hero of them all is D. L. Moody. 
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I only got to talk to him a dozen 


times, perhaps, but he has been} 


the greatest single influence on 
my life.” 

Mrs. Rice and I were so glad 
to see our former teacher. I was 
graduated in 1920, she in 1921 
and we had Browning together 
under Dr. Armstrong. We left him 
reluctantly; we wish we could be 
present at the great dedication of 
the building this fall. 


As we talked about Browning, 
Moody and others, Dr. Armstrong 
said that he wanted the greatest 
preacher he could get to preach 
the greatest sermon of his life at 
the dedication of the building; he 
wants the “Hallelujah Chorus” 
sung and the greatest Christian 
hymn. And then with tears in his 
eyes he said, “Why could not the 
great revival we all pray for be- 
gin right here in Baylor Univer- 
sity?” May God in His mercy 
grant it! 

I went by to see the Crosslin 
House where I lived in an attic 
room for $4.00 a month, without 
heat. The University has greatly 
expanded. God bless its rich min- 
istry under the leadership of Dr. 
William R. White, president. From 
Baylor University have gone out 
more missionaries than from any 
like school in the world and thou- 
sands of preachers. May God pro- 
tect it from those plagues of the 
schools, unbelief and worldliness, 
and may God keep the fires there 
burning brightly for His Word 
and the preaching of His gospel. 


The Latham Springs Conference 
on Revival and Soul Winning

Dr. Jeff D. Ray Gone to Heaven 

When I attended Southwestern 
Baptist Theological Seminary Dr. 
Jeff D. Ray was professor of 
Homiletics. He was a strong and 
colorful personality, a warm and 
moving preacher, selected by the 
late Dr. B. H. Carroll to teach in 
the Seminary. He recently went to 
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be with the Lord; I suppose he 
was about ninety years of age and 
his long life had connected the 
present generation with genera- 
tions gone. 


Dr. Jeff D. Ray once said that 
someone should write a pamphiet 
or book on Hell; that there needed 
to be some plain Bible teaching 
on the subject. I was glad to send 
him my pamphlet on Hell! What 
The Bible Says About It, a few 
years ago. I knew he would be 
interested. I wish he could see 
also the new volume we are get- 
ting out, a reprint of great ser- 
mons by the late Elbert Munsey, 
famous Methodist preacher, on 
Eternal Retribution. 


Dr. Jeff D. Ray was the first 
prominent minister whom I ever 
knew to take a clear stand against 
secret orders. I remember when he 
told us in class in the Seminary 
that the lodge oaths were forbid- 
den in the Bible, that a Christian 
was forbidden to yoke up with un- 
believers, as is done in the lodges. 
In the Homiletics class one good 
brother said that Dr. George W. 
Truett had joined the Masonic 
Lodge. Dr. Ray replied _ that 
through long years of his min- 
istry Dr. Truett did not join the 
Masonic Lodge but did so as a 
matter of expediency when he 
went to Europe during World War 
I, for the protection and for the 
entree which it furnished. Later 
I found that D. L. Moody, R. A. 
Torrey, Charles’ Blanchard, 
Charles G. Finney and many other 
great Christian leaders had come 
out boldly for a separated life and 
against a false plan of salvation, 
the unequal yoke, the blasphemous 
oaths and the false claims of the 
lodges. Thank God for Dr. Jeff D. 
Ray whom I first heard boldly 
take a stand on that question. 


Dr. Ray ordered a number of 
copies of my book, Lodges Examin- 
ed by the Bible, to give to others. 
And this is a reminder to me of 
how much I owe to others, for 
instance, the imprint of Dr. L. R. 
Scarborough, president of the Sem- 
inary, who made an issue with 
preachers on the tobacco question 
and who kept the fires of soul 
winning burning in our hearts. 
God bless those who were tru? 
and who handed down to us a 
good examnle in standing against 
sin and for the Word of God and 
for God’s plan in soul winning!

In the language of the 
Scripture he “speaks lies in hy- 
pocrisy; having his conscience sear- 
ed with a hot iron.” He “through 
covetousness uses feigned words.”

Many Christian people who be- 
lieve the Bible read the silly, un- 
scholarly, infidel books by Harry 
Emerson Fosdick. I.am sorry to 
say that such books are sold in 
many bookstores by people who 
say they believe the Bible and who 
ought to know better. No book- 
store and no publishing house can 
be trusted on the fundamentals of 
the faith which sells the books by 
Harry Emerson Fosdick and other 
like infidels. No preacher can be 
trusted to be reliable on holy and 
fundamental matters if he quotes 
from Fosdick favorably and en- 
dorses Fosdick’s books.

Is The Bible True? 


(Continued from page 1) 
they never found a tribe of In- 
dians that did not believe in God; 
but what the Indians could find, 
some of our professors cannot find. 
The head of the Department of 
Biology at Dartmouth recently 
told a body of students, in my 
presence, that he did not pray; he 
said he did not believe in revealed 
religion. 

But to come back to my ques- 
tion: Is the Bible true? We have 
a fight on our hands and I am on 
the defensive. I have been on the 
defensive all my life; but when 
I am defending a thing I do not 
wait for the enemy to come and 
attack; when I find there is to 
be an attack, I go over and do the 
fighting on the enemy’s territory. 
The question, whether the Bible is 
true, is the issue, and I am going 
to do the fighting on the enemy’s 
ground. I shall not wait until he 
takes off his mask and comes out 
into the open, I shall shell him in 
the woods and make him come out. 

I want now to present the case 
strongly; I will present it as 
strongly as I can; if you know of 
anybody who goes further, I will 
take what that somebody else says, 
because nobody shall go beyond 
me. I will make this proposition, 
that the Bible has done more for 
the world than all the books that 
man ever wrote. Is that strong 
enough? If it were necessary to 
choose between the Bible all alone, 
and all the other books without 
the Bible—we do not have to make 
the choice, and we would not want 
to, but it shows relative values— 
I think it would be infinitely bet- 
ter to keep the Bible all by itself 
and build the world anew on it 
and let all the rest of the books 
go, than to keep all the rest of 
the books, and let the Bible go. 
That is strong, but I have some- 
thing stronger. 


I. Three Bible Verses Worth 
More Than All Other Books! 


I now have a proposition, and 
I submit it to any professor in 
any school who is paid by taxa- 
tion, and I submit it to any man 
who calls himself a Christian and 
then defends the modernist view 
of Christianity. Here is the pro- 
position: I will give you three ver- 
ses from one chapter of one book 
in the Old Testament that mean 


more to man than all the books 
men ever wrote, and we have all 
the rest. of the. Bible besides. Is 
that strong enough? The modern- 
ist who will not come out and 


fight that, might as well give up. 


Three verses, 
Genesis. 

I was speaking in Atlanta re- 
cently and a sophomore in a col- 
lege there came to me and said, 
“Mr. Bryan, I can reconcile Dar- 
Wwinism and Christianity.” I said, 
“You must have a better mind 
than Darwin then, for he could 
not.” He replied, “All I have to 
do is to discard Genesis.” 

What are the three verses? 
First, “In the beginning, God.” I 
assert that that is the only verse 
ever written that explains crea- 
tion in such a way that you can 
believe it and defend it—the only 
one. We give the atheist too much 
latitude; we let him ask all the 
questions. Why? A five-year-old 
child can ask questions that no 
grown person can answer. Why 
give the atheist the child’s task 
of asking questions? A question 
that requires for its answer in- 
finite knowledge, cannot be an- 
swered by a finite mind. 

Why not admit it? If we are to 
discuss Christianity with an athe- 
ist, he cannot*ask more than that 
he and the Christian ask questions 
about, and if “we let him ask the 
first one, we Pive him more than 
he can demand. There is no reason 
why an atheist should demand the 
right to ask the first question, but 
I will concede what he can not 
claim and let him ask it. What 
is his first question? There is only 
one first question. “Where do you 
begin?” My answer is, “I begin 
where the Bible begins.” ‘And 
where does the Bible begin?’ “In 
the beginning’—where else could 
it begin? “In the beginning God 
created the heaven and the earth.” 
We begin with a First Great 
Cause, all-wise, all-powerful, all- 
loving. We begin with a cause suf- 
ficient for anything that can come 
thereafter. Start with a God that 
is Infinite and nothing can be ask- 
ed you that God’s existence can- 
not explain. 

Having answered the atheist’s 
first question, it is now our turn, 
and I ask our first question of

Ye men of Gallilee, why stand ye 
gazing up into heaven? this same 
Jesus, which is taken up from you 
into heaven, shall so come in like 
manner as ye have seen him go 
into heaven” (Acts 1:9-11). 

Stephen saw Him there. “But 
he, being full of the Holy Ghost, 
looked up stedfastly into heaven, 
and saw the glory of God, and 
Jesus standing on the right hand 
of God, And said, Behold, I see 
the heavens opened, and the Son 
of man standing on the right hand 
of God” (Acts 7:55, 56). 

The Apostle Paul, writing of the 


time when Jesus would come for 
‘. His own, said: ‘For the Lord him- 


self shall descend from heaven 
with a shout, with the voice of 
the archangel, and with the trump 
of God: and the dead in Christ 
shall rise first’ (1 Thess. 4:16). 
The Lord Jesus said He would 
come for us and take us home 
with Him, “that where I am, there 
ye may be also” (John 14:3). 

All Christian people will be 
there. We will see and have fel- 
lowship with all the saints of God 
who have ever lived upon earth. 
See Heaven’s inhabitants summed 
up in the book of Hebrews. “Ye 
are come unto mount Zion, and 
unto the city of the living God, 
the heavenly Jerusalem, and to 
an innumerable company of angels, 
To the general assembly = and 
ehurch of the firstborn, which are 
written in heaven, and to God the 
Judge of all, and to the spirits of 
just men made perfect, And to 
Jesus the mediator of the new cov- 
enant, and to the blood of sprink- 
ling, that speaketh better things 
than that of Abel’ (Heb. 12:22- 
24). 

All little children will be there. 
I have no patience with the doc- 
trine that would shut out of Heav- 
en a little child who has not reach- 
ed the age of accountability. If a 
little child in its innocency cannot 
go to Heaven, then we are all 
doomed. We might as well get an 
asbestos suit right away. 


Once in awhile we might meet 
up with a know-it-all who, as 
Robert G. Lee so well says, 
“Walks with presumptuous steps 
and all the while is unaware of 
the rattle of the dry bones of his 
intellectual conceit,” who will ask, 
“Well, are you going to have a 
nursery in Heaven?’ He means 
by his question that a baby is 
helpless and will need someone to 
care for him. If you are going to 
rule babies out of Heaven because 
they are helpless, what are you go- 
ing to do with the thousands of 
helpless - cripples and_bedfast 
saints of God who have trusted 


‘Jesus? You say, ‘They are going 


to have glorified bodies just like 
Jesus.” Well, can’t God give a 
baby a glorified body like Jesus, 
too? 

Someone else says: But doesn’t 
the Bible say, “Except a man be 
born again, he cannot see the king- 
dom of God’’?. Yes, it certainly 
does, and I believe it with all my 
heart.

the Bible speaks of a man in this 
sense it means one who has reach- 
ed the place of accountability, one 
who is responsible for his own 
decisions.

“At the same time 
came the disciples unto Jesus, say- 
ing, Who is the greatest in the 
kingdom of heaven? And Jesus 
called a little child unto him, and 
set him in the midst of them, 
And said, Verily I say unto you, 
Except ye be converted, and be- 
come as little children, ye shall 
not enter the kingdom of heaven. 
Whosoever therefore shall humble 
himself as this little child, the 
same is greatest in the kingdom 
of heaven” (Matt. 18:1-4). 

Isaiah pictures the little ones 
as closest to the Father’s heart. 
“O Zion, that bringest good tid- 
ings, get thee up into the high 
mountain; OO - Jerusalem, _ that 
bringest good tidings, lift up thy 
voice with strength; lift it up, be 
not afraid; say unto the cities of 
Judah, Behold your God! Behold, 
the. Lord God will come with 
strong hand, and his arm shall 
rule for him: behold, his reward 
is With him, and his work before 
him. He shall feed His flock like 
a shepherd: he shall gather the 
lambs with his arm, and carry 
them in his bosom, and shall gent- 
ly lead those that are with young” 
(Isa. 40:9-11). 

Some of you fathers and 
mothers may have a little one who 
has been called home to Heaven. 
That little one even now is look- 
ing for you to get ready for Heav- 
en, too. Say, will the circle be un- 
broken, or will there be a baby in 
Heaven whose daddy and mama 
failed to get ready?

For we that are in this 
tabernacle do groan, being burden- 
ed: not for that we would be un- 
clothed, but ~ clothed upon, that 
mortality might be swallowed up 
of life. Now he that hath wrought 
us for the selfsame thing is God, 
who also hath given unto us the 
earnest of the Spirit. Therefore we 
are always. confident, knowing 
that, whilst we are at home in 
the body, we are absent from the 
Lord: (For we walk by faith, not 
by sight:) We are confident, I 
say, and willing rather to be ab- 
sent from the body and to be pre- 
sent with the Lord” (II Cor. 5:1- 
8).

Someone has said that, “The 
ant is the busiest creature in the 
world’ but she has time to attend 
every picnic.” Have you not no- 
ticed how quickly the ants find the 
food? Not only do they hunt up 
every picnic but they seem to seek 
out every pantry. They like jelly 
and jam. They rejoice in sugar and 
syrup and are not easily kept from 
entering. They are most assiduous 
and arduous in all their labors. 
They are diligent and vigilant in 
seeking out their food. They seem 
to be tireless in their labors. They 
“work while ’tis day,” and stay 
home at nights as all good children 
should do. 


I took Solomon’s admonition 
quite seriously one day and so 
journeyed out to the Park with 
the family for a picnic, taking a- 
long a magnifying glass. After suf- 
ficient search, I found a tiny path 
through the grass which had been 
made by the ants. Lying down 
beside the path I waited for Mrs. 
Ant to appear. You see, all the 
ants that go to picnics are females. 
It is a case of “let the women do 
the work.” The male ants remain 
down in the ground, taking care 
of the babies and doing the house- 
work. Of course, Solomon never 
had to do it; he had plenty of help- 


The great King Solomon on two occasions has called 
our attention to the little ant that we might profit thereby. 
In Proverbs 6:6 he wrote, “Go to the ant, thou sluggard; 
consider her ways, and be wise.” Later on in the same book 
he wrote, “The ants are a people not strong, yet they pre- 
pare their meat in the summer” (Prov. 30:25). Since this 
wise and good King has recommended that we go to school 
to the ant, let us. do so for a while. 1 am sure it will be delight- 


j 


ers. I did not have long to wait 
until a lovely little lady ant came 
ambling along the path, seeking 
her supper. I quickly placed a 
chunk of bread down at the edge 
of the path and my little visitor 
soon found it. Taking as much as 
she could carry, she started back 
along the path going home with 
her “precious burden. Another ant 
soon met her and I was delight- 
ed to observe what followed the 
meeting. The first ant laid down 
her piece of bread and with her 
front feet she gently touched the 
body of the second ant imparting 
to her in some way the good news 
about the location of her great 
“find.” To my astonishment, the 
second ant made no effort to seize 
the piece of bread which the first 
ant had deposited on the ground. 
As ant number two loaded up with 
bread and started back along the 
trail, I watched both of them. 
Each time the performance was 
repeated and each time the bit of 
bread on the ground was unmolest- 
ed. What a lesson this is to our 
hearts. Chickens, or dogs, or pigs, 
will quiekly grasp any bit of food 
laid down by another, and will 
run off with it. The ant knows no 


flesh, this is the fruit of my 
labour: yet what I shall choose I 
wot not. For I am in a strait be- 
twixt two, having a desire to de- 
part, and to be with Christ; which 
is far better” (Phil. 1:21-23). 
The Bible then clearly teaches 
that at death the Christian goes 
to be with his Lord. Paul said 
that to be with the Lord is far 
better than being in this wortd. 
He said plainly that to be absent 
from the body is to be present 
with the Lord. There is no inter- 
mediate state, but immediately up- 
on our release from this body we 


are ushered into the presence of the 


'Lord Jesus. We do not have to zo 
‘through purgatory, as some false- 
‘ly teach, to be purged from any 
uncleansed, unforgiven sins. ‘The 


blood of Jesus Christ his Son 
cleanseth us from all sin” (I John 
1:7). 


We do not have to suffer for our 
debt of sin. Jesus has already paid 
the full prige on Calvary and His 
payment guarantees our release 
when we trust Him. “Who his own 
self bare our sins in his own body 
on the tree, that we, being dead 
to sins, should live unto righteous- 
ness: by whose stripes ye were 
healed” (I Pet. 2:24). 

“For Christ also hath once suf- 
fered for sins, the just for the un- 
just, that he might bring us to 
God being put to death in the 
flesh, but quickened by the Spirit” 
(I Pet. 3:18). 

Jesus paid it all, 

All to Him I owe. 

Sin had left a crimson stain, 
He washed it white as snow. 
No, the soul does not sleep until 

the resurrection. It is the body 

that sleeps, not the soul. We know 
from the account of the trans- 
figuration of. Jesus that Moses and 

Elijah were not asleep. I know 


|i that Elijah was taken bodily into 


Heaven, but of Moses the Bible 
clearly states: ““So Moses the ser- 
vant of the Lord died there in the 
land of Moab, according to the 
word of the Lord. And he buried 
him in a valley in the land of 
Moab, over against Beth-peor; 
but no man knoweth of his sepul- 
chre unto this day” (Deut. 34:5,6). 

Now let us read the account 23f 
the transfiguration in Matthew: 
“And after six days Jesus taketh 
Peter, James and John his brother, 
and bringeth them up into an high 
mountain apart, And was -trans- 
figured before them: and his face 
did shine as the sun and his rai- 
ment was white as the light. And. 
behold, there appeared unto them 
Moses and Elias talking with him” 
(Matt. 17:1-3). 

So Moses, in spite of the fact 
that his body had been buried in 
the land of Moab hundreds . of 
years before, was very much 
awake and talked with Jesus that 
day on the Mount and the three 
disciples heard him. 

Lazarus, the poor beggar who 
had angels for pallbearers, was 
very much awake, as Was also 
Abraham in chapter 16 of Luke. 
The Christians who have gone to 
Heaven are conscious now. Let us 
look at some Scripture, the words 
of Jesus: 

“T say unto you, that likewise 


joy shall be in heaven over one 


sinner that repenteth, more than 
over ninety and nine just persons, 
which need no repentance... Like- 
wise, I say unto you there is joy 


‘+jn the presence of the angels of 


God over one sinner that repent- 
eth” (Luke 15:7, 10). The angels 
may rejoice when souls are sav- 
ed, but. the Bible doesn’t say so. 
It. does say there is rejoicing “in 
the presence of the angels.” Who 
would be in a better position to re-

such impudence. She respects the 
rights of others. She admits the 
propriety of ownership. They dis- 
claim all selfishness. As the antgy 
journeyed home bearing the pre- 
cious burden, they told so many 
about their “find” that soon a 
stream of ants was on the journey, 
and before long all the piece of 
bread was stored safely away in 
their ground homes for the winter.

He cares fgr every moment of 
your hfe, and He wants all of 
your devotion and trust. 


The ants are very diligent and 
active in the summertime because 
they know that the winter is com- 
ing when there will be no picnics. 
They dare not venture out’ when 
Snow and ice are on the ground. 
They know better than to leave 
their homes when the temperature 
is below freezing. They have learn- 
ed from some source that frozen 
food cannot be carried nor broken 
loose from the ground. Where did 
the ants learn all of these needful 
things? Did some atheist or infidel 
somewhere, sometime, establish a 
school for teaching ants about the 
future?

We have a living God 
on the Throne who knows all a- 
bout it. He Can do it, and He Does 
do it. 


Moses was commended of Goad 
because he believed in future judg- 
ment and prepared for it. He knew 
that the avengemmg angel would 
pass through the land at midnight 
and would destroy all the first- 
born who were not under’ the 
blood. He knew that even his own 
house would not be exempt. As 
great as he was, and as good as 
he was, he knew that his house 
must be protected by the blood. 
He obeyed God, he shed the blood 
of the lamb, he applied the blood 
over the door and his house was 
saved. Noah, too, was commended 
because he believed that there was 
coming judgment and wrath and 
prepared for it. He did as the ants 
do. He prepared for trouble a- 
head. He built an ark. He obeyed 
God’s Word and entered in as he 
was instructed. He had learned the 
lesson which the ants teach. Life 
insurance prepares for future 
death. Storm cellars prepare for 
future cyclones. Coal is bought in 
the summer for the cold that is 
coming in the winter.

One of the joys of Heaven will be 
the fact that we will know one an- 
other there. There are many of 
God’s dear servants I have not met 
in this world, but I will meet them 
over yonder. I will have time and 
opportunity to really get acquaint- 
ed with dear John Rice, who has 
meant so much to me and has had 
such a tremendous influence on 
my ministry here.

There will be no jails, no 
lawyers’ offices, no courts of law. 
There will be no orphanages, no 
old folks’ homes and no drug 
stores. There will be no trouble 
in Heaven. Biederwolf well says: 
“The first thing you do when you 
are born is to cry, and the last 
thing you do when you die is 
groan.” 

The society in Heaven will be a 
select one.

Here we have to put up with the 
backbiters, the gossipers and the 
meddlers in other people’s busi- 
ness.

Let us think about going to 
Heaven and knowing it. 

Yes, we certainly can know that 
we are going to Heaven. I believe 
every Christian will know that he 
is going to Heaven. “It is not 
presumptuous for you to say that 
you know you are a Christian. 
It is a lack of faith to say any- 
thing less’—J. Wilbur Chapman. 

I know I am going to Heaven 
because I believe the Bible. Read 
and heed very carefully the follow- 
ing Scriptures: 

“For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life” (John 3:16). 

“Verily, verily, I say unto you, 


He that heareth my word, and 


soever liveth and believeth in me 
Shall never die. Believest thou 
this?” (John 11:25,26). | 

“These things have I written un- 
to you that believe on the name 
of the Son of God; that ye may 
know that ye have eternal life, 
and that ye may believe on the 
name of the Son of God’” (I John 
5:13). 

If you have trusted the Lord 
Jesus as your Saviour then you 
have believed on the name of the 
Son of God. If you have believed 
on the name of the Son of God, 
you have the witness in yourself.

ye die. ..?” (Ezek. 33:11). 

God the Father is beseeching 
you to turn from sin and come 
to Heaven. 

The Lord Jesus with nail-pierced 
hands, spike-riven feet, spear- 
wounded side and thorncrowned 
brow, is calling you. Can’t you 
hear the drip, drip, drip of the 
blood shed for you? Every drop of 
His shed blood is calling for you 
to turn from sin to the Saviour 
and get ready for Heaven. Hear 
Him as He speaks to His disciples 
in the upper room: “This is my 
blood of the new testament, which 
is shed for many for the remission 
of sins” (Matt.

Those loved ones of yours who 
have gone on to Heaven are call- 
ing to you to come. Perhaps a pray- 
ing mother, a godly father, a hus- 
band or wife or perhaps a little 
babe is waiting and calling to you. 
Maybe you have been bitter and 
rebellious in your heart toward 
God because of the death of your 
baby. You ask, Why did God take 
my baby? It may have been be- 
cause God knew that was the only 
way He could reach your hard 
and indifferent heart. It may have 
been because God knew that if 
the baby grew up in your home 
it would never hear the name of 
God except in vain, it would never 
get to go to church nor hear the 
plan of salvation, and die and go 
to Hell. There are worse things 
than having a baby in Heaven. No 
matter why the baby was taken 
from you, it sure won’t help mat- 
ters for you to be bitter about it. 
If you want to see that baby again 
you must get ready for Heaven. 

The little boy conceived in sin 
and born to David and Bathsheba 
was taken sick and died. While 
the baby was sick, David refused 
to eat or drink, wash or change 
clothes, but lay on the ground be- 
fore the Lord. When the baby 
died, the servants were afraid to 
tell David because they were 
afraid of what would’ happen. 
David heard them whispering and 
asked them plainly, “Is the child 
dead?” When they told him the 
truth, he got up, washed, changed 
his clothes, went to the house of 
the Lord and worshipped, went 
home and ate a good meal. The 
servants could not understand his 
actions and finally asked him 
about: it. David’s' answer is a 
heart-moving lesson to every 
father and mother who have lost 
a baby: 

“While the child was yet alive, 
I fasted and wept: for I said, 
Who can tell whether God will be 
gracious to me, that the child may 
live? But now he is dead, where- 
fore should I fast? can I bring 
him back again? I shall go to him, 
but he shall not return to me” 
(II Sam. 12:22, 23). 

That baby of yours even now is 
reaching its baby hands through 
the blue beckoning, beseeching you 
to get ready for Heaven. 

I am beseeching, pleading with 
all my: heart for you to be saved, 
to get ready for Heaven. There is 
no sense in going on in sin and 
dying and being forever lost when 
you can be saved. Come now, ac- 
cept Jesus; now, even as you read 
these lines. And I will meet you 
in Heaven. God bless you. 


How to Get Ready for Heaven 


Let us think finally of how to 
get ready for Heaven. 

The very first step is to be born 
into God’s family. By accepting 
the Lord Jesus as Saviour you 
receive the power to become a 
child of -God. “As many as re- 
ceived him, to them gave he power 
to become the sons of God even 
to them that believe on his 
name” (John 1:12). 

Step out on the promise of God 
and get the whole family saved.

This is no new 
doctrine, it is also taught in the 
Old Testament. God said of Abra- 
ham: “For I know him, that he 
will comand his children and his 
household after him, and they 
shall keep the way of the Lord, to 
do justice and judgment; that the 
Lord may bring upon Abraham 
that which he hath spoken of him” 
(Gen. 18:19). Abraham’s whole 
family followed in his steps and 
went to Heaven, 

Abraham supposed Lot had 
claimed the same promise for his 
family and so stopped at the 
number ten in his plea for the 
sparing of Sodom, but the sad 
truth was that “Lot....seemed as 


be Unbroken? 
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one that mocked unto his sons in 
law” (Gen. 19:14). 


Lot was like a good many Chris- 
tians today, too fully occupied with 
the affairs of this world to claim 
God’s promise. 

Joshua was determined and saw 
to it that his family served the 
Lord. He put the fathers of Israel 
on the spot; he told them to make 
up their minds who they were go- 
ing to serve and then made his 
own stand clear. “As for me and 
my house, we will serve the Lord” 
(Josh. 24:15). 


Let your light shine for God in 
this world, have something to show 
that you have lived besides a 
marble slab with your name and 
the dates of your birth and death 
on it in a neglected cemetery 
somewhere. “Let your light sy 
shine before men, that they may 
see your good works, and glorify 
your Father which is in heaven” 
(Matt. 5:16). 

In so doing you will be able to 
lay up some treasure in Heaven. 
Jesus said: “Lay not up for your- 
selves treasure upon earth, where 
moth and rust doth corrupt, and 
where thieves break through and 
steal: But lay up for yourselves 
treasures in heaven, where neither 
moth nor rust doth corrupt, and 
where thieves do not break 
through nor steal: For where 
your treasure is, there will your 
heart be also” (Matt. 6:19-21). 
There has never been a bank fail- 
ure in Heaven. 

Start a family altar in your 
home now. If you men really mean 
business you can have an unbroken 
family circle in Heaven. “Train 
up a child in the way he should go: 
and when he is old, he will not 
depart from it” (Prov. 22:6). 

This is not idle patter but God’s 
blessed promise which you as a 
Christian father have every right 
to claim. It does not mean that if 
you train the child right, he may 
go astray but later he will come 
back. No, no! If you train him 
right, no matter how old he gets 
he will not depart from it, is the 
meaning. Take the Bible for what 
it says, not for what you would 
like for it to say as an excuse for 
your sinful neglect! 

Timothy grew up to be a fine 
Christian and went out to preach 
as a result.of the training he re- 
ceived as 2 child. Paul wrote to 
him as a young preacher and re- 
minded him of his early training. 
“But continue thou in the things 
which thou hast learned and hast 
been assured of, knowing of 
whom thou hast learned them; 
And that from a child thou hast 
known the holy scriptures, whica 
are able to make thee wise unto 
salvation through faith which is 
in Christ Jesus” (II Tim. 3:14,15). 

I tell you the truth, I believe 
if there is a place in Hell hotter 
than any other part it is reserved 
for those men’ who refuse to 
straighten up their accounts with 
God and lead their own flesh and 
blood to the Saviour. It is a ter- 
rible, wicked thing to bring a little 
child into this world and then by 
a sinful, wicked example, send 
that soul into a lost eternity. How 
horrible the judgment for such sin! 

Do the right thing, get right 
with God yourself and do your 
dead-level best to get others saved. 
Have a complete family in Heaven. 
This is the only way to be ready 
for Heaven.

the atheist, “Where do you begin?” 
And then his trouble begins. The 
atheist is all right as long as you 
Jet him ask questions, but when 
you start to ask him questions, 
that is different. 


Where does the atheist begin? 
Have you ever tried to find out 
where he begins? He does not be- 
gin with God, for he denies that 
there is a God. He cannot com- 
mence back of that, for there is 
nothing back of God. Where does 
the atheist begin? He begins by 
assuming something that he can- 
not explain. If he starts with the 
nebular hypothesis, he assumes 
that matter and force were here, 


- put he does not tell you’ where 


they came from or when they 


came or how they came or why... 


He just starts by saying, ‘Let us 
suppose two things—matter and 


‘force.” If you let him suppose 


twice, he will suppose a third time 
without asking you, and suppose 
that force working on matter cre- 
ated the world. That is the atheist. 


I have as much right to suppose 
as he has; if-the atheist has a 
right to commence by supposing 
two things that he does not ex- 
plain, I certainly have half as 
much right; I have a right to com- 
mence by supposing one thing that 
I cannot explain—God. I had rath- 
er begin with God and reason 
down, than commence with a piece 
of dirt and reason up. Which line 
of reasoning, my friends, do you 
like? Search all the libraries, read 
all the books, there are only two 
lines of reasoning in regard to the 
beginning. One is from God down, 
and the other is from inanimate 
matter up. Which is the more 
reasonable? 

I affirm that there has never 
been proposed as a substitute for 
the Bible account of creation any 
account that is as reasonable, that 
is as easy to understand, that is as 
easy to believe, as easy to explain, 
and as easy to defend. Don’t let 
them take away that first verse; 
it is the only solid rock there is— 
all else is shifting sand. That is 
the first verse, the beginning of 
all things, including life. Where 
else can you find anything so im- 
portant to man? 

And the second verse of the 
three is the twenty-fourth verse; 
that is the only place you will find 


the most fundamental scientific ' 


fact. We do not call Moses a scien- 
tist, and we do not call the Bible 
a book of science, but Moses, in 
one sentence, stated a scientific 
fact, the greatest scientific fact 
in the world—a scientific fact that 
means more to man than all the 
scientific facts that all the scien- 
tists have ever stated. What is 
that scientific fact? The law that 
governs the continuity of life. If 
life is to continue on this earth, 


_it must be reproduced, and repro- 


duction must be according to law, 


‘or lawless. In the twenty-fourth 


verse of the first chapter of Gen- 
esis, Moses states God’s universal 
Jaw of reproduction according to 
kind. No living thing has ever 
Violated that law; no living thing 
in the animal or vegetable world 
has, so far as man can prove, ever 
Violated that law. Every life is 
reproduced according to kind; even 
man, with all his power, has never 
been able to persuade or compel 
that intangible invisible thing that 
we call life to violate the law laid 


-down in the twenty-fourth verse,

jing to kind. They have not found 
one single species that can be 


‘proven to have come from another. 


They have never found any kind of 
reproduction except according to 
kind; and yet, the only thing that 
has seriously menaced religion in 
mineteen hundred years is the ef- 
fort to substitute man’s guess for 
God’s law, when there is nothing 
to support man’s guess and every- 
thing to support God’s law. 

The third verse of the three is 
the twenty-sixth, and what is 
that? It is the only explanation 
that can be found anywhere of 
man’s presence here. No man, 
without revelation, ever solved the 
problem of life. Not one. No phi- 
losopher has done it, no scientist 
has ever attempted it. You will 
find the solution in the twenty- 
sixth verse, and there only. You 
will find that after God-made all 
things, He made man—not as He 
bad made all other things, but in 


His own image. He puts him here 
as a part of the divine plan, and 
for a purpose; that is the only 
place you will find it. How can 
man, unaided from above, find out 
the reason for his own existence? 
He cannot do it. 


- Man comes into the world with- 
out his own volition; he has not 
a word to say about the age in 
which he will be born or the land 
in which he will first see the light, 
or the race of which he will be 
a member, or the family environ- 
ment that shall surround him in 
his youth. So far as he is concern- 
ed, it is a matter of chance. He 
comes by chance and he does not 
know, when he comes, how long 
he will stay. 

More than half of the little chil- 
dren born into the world die before 
their tongues can lisp the word 
“life” in any language, and the 
wisest of men cannot guarantee 


themselves for an hour against 


accident, disease or death. Do you 
think that man can control his 
own life? Think back a few weeks 
when’ an hundred thousand Jap- 
anese were ushered into eternity 
in a moment by the trembling of 
the earth; and only a few days 
after that twenty-two boys of our 
navy perished instantly as eleven 
destroyers piled one after another 
on the rocks of the Pacific coast. 

This is man. How can you guess 
why he is here? But when you 
find that man is “the child of a 
King” and that the earth is his 
royal inheritance, then you know 
that his. first duty (and it ought 
to be his greatest. pleasure) is to 
find out what God’s will is con- 
cerning him, and to do it. He finds 
that God has revealed His will to 
him; he finds that God says to 
him, “All this world is yours; even 
my sovereign will, will not restrain 
your will; do with these things 
just as you like—but remember 
that for every ounce of your

If I had 
been born in some sections of this 
country and in some families, I 
might not have been educated; 
but it just happened that my 
father was a classical scholar. He 
had to work his way through 
school and college. They sent me, 
but he worked his way, and he 
did not graduate until he was 
twenty-seven; but when he did 
graduate he had the highest edu- 
cation his generation afforded.

IV. The Silly Guesses On 
Which Evolution Dogma 
Is Based 


I want to show you that you 
(Continued on page 10) 
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do not have to be a scientist to 
be able to trace your ancestry; 
you can do it just as well as a 
college graduate can. I will give 
you the facts and you may sit im 
judgment on them. Some of these 
scientists are trying to get rid of 
Darwin; they even say that Dar- 
win never taught that man came 
from the monkeys. I went down 
to speal: in New Haven a year 
ago and a young student, a son of 
a college mate of mine, came to 
me and said that his professor 
said that Darwin never taught 
that men came up from the mon- 
key. Ford’s paper sent out a ques- 
tionnaire to about twenty promin- 
ent educators and eighteen out of 
the twenty said that Darwin never 
taught that man came up from the 
rnonkey. 

“In a speech at Dartmouth not 
long ago I told them about this 
dispute and asked, “Is there any- 
body in this audience who says 
that Dafwin never taught that 
man came up from a monkey?” 
One professor held up his hand. I 
said, “I thought there might be 
one, so I brought this book from 
your library.” I read to him where 
Darwin, in his Descent of Man, 
went back as far as he could go 
to find life and then traced it 
down to the present, according to 
his guess. (He uses the phrase, 
“We may well suppose,” eight 
hundred times in two volumes.) 
When he gets to the place where 
the tree branches into the Old 
World monkeys and New World 
monkeys, he makes man come 
from the Old World monkey—he 
does not even allow us to come 
from a good American monkey. 
Then I read where Darwin said 
that we probably came from the 
chimpanzee rather than the 
gorilla. Why? Because the gorilla 
is so big and strong that it would 
not be likely to cultivate the 
social instincts; it was therefore 
more likely that we came from 
one of the weaker branches. Then 
he located us in Africa; our first 
parents, he thought, were there. 
“But,” he says, “why speculate?”’ 
If- he had thought of that before 
he wrote, he would not have writ- 
ten anything, because it is all 
speculation. 


What was Darwin’s guess? That 
about two hundred millions. of 
years ago, one of a few germs 
appeared on this planet. When he 
first announced his hypothesis, he 
said God put them here, but he 
was a Christian then; when he be- 
came an agnostic, he apologized, 
and changed it and said they ‘“‘ap- 
peared.” That does not indicate 
Where they came from, that pleas- 
ed the atHeist just as much as 
the theist because it does not indi- 
cate source. Two hundred millions 
of years ago—that was his guess; 
but his son’s guess was that it 
was only fifty-seven millions. 
What would you think of a son 
who would knock seventy-five per 
cent of his father’s guess out at 
one blow? Some _ say it was 
twenty-fcur million years, some 
say three hundred million years. 
You can see how little accuracy 
has to do with this guessing when 
one can guess ten times as long 
as another and be equally cred- 
ible as a guesser. Darwin said one 
or a few germs appeared; some 
say only one. 

I read a book on evolution not 
long ago in which the author said 
that everything in the animal 
world came originally from one 
germ; and he spoke of it as pos- 
itively as if he had been there. 
He said everything in the veg- 
etable world came from one germ, 
There were two germs; from one 
all the animals came, and from 
the other all the vegetables came. 
He said that back of those two 
germs was one germ from which 
the two came. What a time in 
which to live, when one germ had 
two children, one an animal and 
the other a vegetable! 

Darwin guessed that two hund- 
red millions of years ago one or 
a few germs appeared on the 
planet and then, according to Dar- 
win, they immediately went to 
work reproducing. Not quite ac- 
cording to kind, but with just 
enough variation to give us final- 
ly between two and three millions 
of species. Darwin thought we had 
two or three million. I am so con- 
servative that I prefer the lowest 
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estimate—a million species in the 
animal and vegetable world—but 
according to Darwin’s’ guess, 
everything we now see came from 
one or a few germs of life. All 
the evolutionists believe this 
whether they call themselves 
Christian, theist, or atheist. Our 
answer is that if it were true 
that all species came by slow de- 
velopment from one or a few 
germs, every square foot of the 
earth’s surface would teem with 
evidences of change. If everything 
changed, we ought to find evi- 
dence of it somewhere, but be- 
cause it is not true, never was 
true and seemingly cannot be true, 
they have not found one single 
thing, living or dead, in process of 
change. They ‘shave examined mil- 
lions of specimens, from insects so 
small that you have to look at 
them with a microscope, up to 
mamals, but everything is perfect. 
They have not found one in process 
of change, and they have not been 
able to show that a single species 
ever came from another. Darwin 
said so while he lived and express- 
ed surprise that, ‘with two or 
three million species, they had not 


found a single one that they could | 


trace to another; but he thought 
we should accept his hypothesis, 
even though the “missing links had 
not been found’’—not the missing 


link, but the missing links (plural) |) 


had not been found. If we have 
a million different species, we 
must have at least ‘a million con- 
necting links, one to link each 
species to another, but a scientist, 
speaking in London not long ago, 
said that if evolution were true, 
it would not be one link between 
two species, but that there would 
be a million links between two 
species, and yet, with a million 
times a million links that must 
have existed, if evolution be true, 
they have not found a single link. 


Aside from the absence of proof, 
there is positive proof that there 
is no internal and eternal urge in 
nature—no pushing power that 
raises anything to a higher place. 
Chemistry would find evolution if 
there were such a thing in nature, 
but chemistry has not found it 
and it is not there. All the 
formule of chemistry are exact 
and unchanging. Water, for in- 


stance, was here before any form} 


of life appeared. Water has not 
changed and nothing else has 
changed, so far as we can learn 
from nature. 


Our first objection to Darwin- 
ism is that it is not true. I may 
add here, so I will not have to 
refer to it again, that I am an- 


as atheistic evolution;

walk along hand in hand until 
they reach the beginning of life. 
They are nearer together 
either one of them is to the Chris- 
tian and they think more of each 
other than they do of the Chris- 
tian. They travel together back to 
the beginning of life. When they 
get there, they politely separate; 
the theistic evolutionist affection- 
ately bids his companion goodbye, 
and says, “At this point I must 
assume the existence of a God.” 


I am not afraid of an atheist; 
the atheist is not doing much 
harm, because when a man denies 
the existence of God, he puts him- 
self outside the pale of reason. A 
man who can look at this universe 
and not believe that a God made 
it, cannot impress many people 
with the weight of his arguments. 
I don’t worry about them; the 
man I am afraid of is the theistic 
evolutionist, who says he believes 
in God, but leads the student who 
trusts him and follows him back 
step by step, until God is out of 
Sight. He deceives the student; he 
tells him he does not have to give 
up God; that evolution is God’s 
plan and a more sublime plan. 
And yet, when he gets to the be- 
ginning of evolution he has put 
God so far away that He has no 
influence on the life. I regard 
theistic evolution as simply an 
anesthetic which deadens the pain 
while atheism removes the re- 
ligion. The theistic evolutionists 
are the ones who are doing the 
harm. No preacher can stand be- 
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brought before the public;

There are many things 
that are not true that you need 
not bother about. If I had tried 
to give my attention to everything 
that I have seen that I thought 
was not true, I could not have 
made much progress; I do not at- 
tack a thing that is false unless 
I think it is doing harm. Neither 
do I attack a thing because it is 
ridiculous. There are many ridicul- 
ous things, but unless they are do- 
ing harm, I pass them by. 


V. More of Darwin’s 
Funny Guesses 
Evolution is the most ridiculous 
thing you ever heard of. This 
hypothesis of evolution is the fun- 
niest thing that has ever been 
the 


in the library of humor, not in the 
library of science. Nothing’ in 


Arabian Nights can compare with 
'the guesses of these men, but they 


guess seriously and state their 
guesses soberly and want you to 
take them as facts. 


Let us look at some of their 
guesses. Do you want to Know 
what Darwin thought about man’s 
mind? He thought man’s’ mind 
superior to woman’s. Poor Darwin! 
If he had lived now, he would not 
have thought that. But he thought 


that and thought he had to ex- | 
plain it. What was his explanation? | 


He said that, when our ancestors 
were all animals (that is Dar- 
winism, that is evolution—that our 
ancestors were all animals at one 
time) the males fought for the 
females and fought so hard for 
the females they preferred that it 
increased their brain power. There 
must have been some very attrac- 
tive females in those days. I do 
not notice that the young -mep 
who are fighting for mates now. 
increase their brain power very 
much during the struggle. But 
Darwin thought they did then, and 
that this increased brain power 
aescended not to males and te- 
males both, but just to males and 
finally came down to us. That is 
the way we men got our superior 
brains. Isn’t it great? Do you 
know anything funnier than that? 

I will give you something still 
furmier. When he had explained 
about our brain power, then he 
undertook to explain how the hair 
came off and man became a hair- 
less animal. He said that, away 
back yonder, our ancestors were 
all hairy animals, and as man is 
now called the hairless animal, 
there must have been a change 
and a reason for the change, and 


he thinks he found it. He said he 
was more criticized for this guess 
than for any other guess he ever 
made. What was his guess? You 
will find this in Darwin’s Descent 
of Man. I have never made an 
argument against .Darwin that I 
did not find in Darwin’s own lang- 
uage; there is enough there—read 
what he says. He says back when 
all our ancestors were animals, the 
females (he gives the females 
credit for this—the males increased 
their brain power, but it was the 
females who took the hair off) 
all agreed in preferring the males 
with the least hair—all of them. 
And this preference was so deep- 
seated and so universal that, when 
they selected their partners, they 
shunted the hairy ones off to one 
side, selected the least hairy ones 
and, in the course of ages bred 
the hair off, and man became a 
hairless animal. That is Darwin. 
Do not laugh, my friends, I am 
telling you what these people say 
seriously; it is funny, though. 
Now why did he not think that 
the two-explanations could not be 
true because each: destroyed the 


other. If the males selected the 


females and increased their brain 
power, the females -could not se- 
lect the males and breed the hair 
off. But I will show the evolu- 
tionists how to harmonize them. 
Let us suppose, as Darwin did; 
that the males selected—I sup- 
pose we may as well suppose as 
to let them do all the supposing;— 
let us suppose the males selected 
for three years and increased their 
brain power, and then let us sup- 
pose that on leap year the females 
selected and bred the hair off. 
Don’t you see how easy it is? But 


if it is true that this change from. 


hairy to—hairless came from a 
preference so deep-seated and un- 
iversal—if there ever was a time 
when all the females agreed on 
anything so important as that; 
if they had this universal prefer- 
ence and it was so deep-seated 
that it bred all the hair off, may 
we not well suppose, that it would 
persist, that is,~continue until the 
present time so that a bald-headed 
man would have an advantage over 
a man with hair, because of this 
universal, deep-seated and uncon- 
scious preference? That is Darwin. 


Do you know how the eye came? 
Those who believe that God made 
man as he is, have no difficulty 
in explaining how this wonderful 
orb, the eye, was made; a God who 
could make a world and man could 
make an eye, and He could put it 
where he wanted it. I think God 
showed excellent taste when He 
put the eye where He did. But the 
evolutionists guess it just came. 
They guess—do you know what 
they guess? They guess that an 
animal that did not have any eyes 
away back yonder had a piece of 
pigment or freckle on the skin— 
it just happened—and when the 


says that the biologists tell us that 
if a man has eyes, it is because the 
light waves beat on the skin and 
the eyes came out in answer; that 
if he has ears, it is because the 
sound waves were there first, and 
the-ears came out to hear. He says 
that the evolutionists assert that 
all the powers that man has came 
in response to an environment; 
that if there had been no water, 
there would have been no fins; if 
there had been no air, there would 
have been no wings; if there had 
been no land, there would have 
been no legs. | 


Think of a man believing that 
but not able to believe the mira- 
cles! The light rays beating on the 
skin and the eye coming out—why 
did not the waves keep on beating, 
until we had eyes all over the 
body? And why did the waves 
stop beating when we had two 
eyes? And, if it is just accidental, 
why did not one eye come on the 
chin and the other on the back of 
the neck? Why did the eyes hap- 
pen to come in the place they did? 
And yet, Dr. Fosdick can believe 
this, but he cannot believe the 
miracles! I read a recent sermon 
of his in which he said that the 
Orient could not be converted by a 
gospel resting on axe heads float- 
ing and fish swallowing men. Jesus 
could believe the story of Jonah, 
and Jesus, I submit, is a higher 
Spiritual authority than Harry 
Emerson Fosdick. 

These people’say there can be 
no miracle. And why? Because it 
is not in harmony with evolution; 
they disregard everything incon- 
sistent with the hypothesis of evo- 
lution. 

I have not time to give you any 
more illustrations, except to say 
that down in Philadelphia two 
years ago last November, a pro- 
fessor in a university of Pennsyl- 
vania delivered an address (I read 
it in the afternoon paper) in which 
he explained why we dream of 
falling. He said it was because our 
ancestors fell out of trees fifty 
thousand years ago; it made such 
an impression upon them that we 
still dream of falling. But, he add- 
ed, we never dream of. being hurt 
when we fall—why? He had an 
explanation of that, too; he says 
it is because those who fell and 
were killed had no descendants, 
and that, therefore, we must have 
descended from those that fell and 
were not killed; therefore, we do 
not dream of being hurt. That is 
the kind of tommy-rot that is be- 
ing taught to your children in the 
schools, and it is taught as the 
truth. 

We do not abject to truth; there 
is no truth that can disturb Chris- 
tianity; I am not afraid that any 
truth will ever be discovered that 
will disturb Christianity. Why! Be- 
cause God stands back of all truth; 
therefore, whether truth is reveal- 
ed by God’s Word or by nature,

they converged there more than 
elsewhere and that made it warm- 


irritated the skin there instead of 
elsewhere, and that brought a 
nerve there instead of somewhere 
else, and that nerve developed into 
an eye. And then another freckle, 
and another eye; in the right place 
and at the right time. Can you 
beat it? 

According to evolutionists the 
legs came by change in the same 
way. This is the guess. A little 
animal that did not have any legs 
was just wriggling along on its 


belly one day, when all at once, | 
without any notice in advance and | 


without any premonitory symptom, 
a wart appeared on the belly—if 
that wart had appeared on the 
back, the whole history of the 
world would have been different; 
but luckily that wart appeared on 
the belly—and the little animal 
found it could use that little wart 
to work itself along a little and 
it worked itself along until it came 
to depend on that wart, and that 
developed the wart into a leg. 
People can believe this who can- 
not believe the Bible! 

You want my authority? Harry 
Emerson Fosdick, the man who 
is making so much trouble in the 
Presbyterian Church—a man _ so 
big that it takes two churches to 
hold him—he is a member of one 
and preaches in another—a Bap- 
tist preacher in a Presbyterian 
Church; in a little book called The 


Meaning of Faith, on page 128 


we object to is not the truth, but 
guesses not supported by facts. 


All this talk about evolution 


| rests upon resemblances; they can 
er there than elsewhere, and thatw 


put us on inquiry, but one fact 
can overturn all resemblances. I 
will prove it to you. Suppose a 
man is charged with murder, and 
ten witnesses, it matters not how 
many testify to resemblances be- 
tween the prisoner and the man 
who committed the crime; what 
difference does that make, if the 
man can prove he was a thousand 
miles away when the crime was 
committed? All the resemblances 
that all the men on earth could 
testify to would be worth nothing 
in such a case. One fact answers 
them all. And so, my friends, when 
they talk about man’s resemblance 
to animals, the fact that they have 
never been able to trace one single 
species to another, answers all the 
resemblances. 

When I was at Dartmouth, the 
editor of the student paper said, 
“Mr. Bryan must meet the facts; 
he must not dodge the facts.” My 
answer was that it is not so much 
a dispute about facts; it is a dis- 
pute as to the conclusions to be 
drawn from facts. We can admit 
every fact that evolutionists ever 
found, and dispute the conclusions 
drawn from the facts. Let me il- 
lustrate: A cow gives milk, no 
doubt about that;—that is one fact, 
a cocoanut has milk in it, no doubt 
about that—two facts; the milk- 
weed has milk in it, nobody denies 
it; here we have three facts, three 
undisputed facts—milk in the cow, 
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milk in the cocoanut, milk in the 
milkweed. But suppose a scientist 
tells me that because there is milk 
in the milkweed, milk in a cow, 
and milk in the cocoanut, there- 
fore the cocoanut and the cow 
must have come from the milk- 
weed, I dispute his conclusion. 


And so all their resemblances 
mean nothing. There is a gulf be- 
tween man and any animal—a 
wider gulf than can be found be- 
tween any two animals. Until they 
can bridge the gulf between two 
animals much alike, such, for in- 
stance, as the cat and dog, they 
should not tell us that man and 
the monkey came from the same 
ancestry. Man has mind and man 
has soul; and yet Darwin tries to 
trace man up from the animal— 
every evolutionist does, although 
many of them will not trace them- 
selves along Darwin’s line. They 
cannot prove it. 


Why do we object. Because, 
when a man thinks he is a de- 
scendant of a brute, he looks 
downward to the brute for in- 
terpretations of himself; when he 
believes he was made by the A\l- 
mighty in the image of God and 
for a purpose, he looks upward 
for his inspiration. Man is weak 
enough when he looks upward; we 
must not drag him down to a 
brute level. 


VI. The Harmful Effects 
of Evolution Doctrine 


Now I will show you the harm- 
ful effect of the doctrine—that 
is the main reason. for opposing 
it. Darwin started in life a Chris- 
tian: his father wanted him to be 
a minister. Before he turned to 
scientific lines, he believed in God 
and the Bible. You will find in 
his Life and Letters a letter writ- 
ten just before he died; he says, 
“T am an old man and in feeble 
health.” In that letter he says that 
when he’ went south on the Beadle 
he was laughed at by some of the 
officers and called orthodox be- 
cause he quoted the Bible as an 
unanswerable authority on a ques- 
tion of morals; but at the time he 
wrote the letter, he said, “I believe 
there never has been any revela- 
tion.’ That discarded the Bible as 
the Word of God and, with it, 
Christ as Son of God. He said 
that when ‘he wrote the Origin of 
Species the thought of a First 
Great Cause was strong in his 
mind; he says it was after that 
that it weakened slowly and with 
many fluctuations. He concluded, 
“I must be content to remain an 
agnostic, the beginning of all 
things is a mystery insoluble by 
us.” That is Darwin; he gave up 
his belief in God and became ag- 


ls the Bible True? 


meant. And we find these people 
teaching in our universities, we 
find them even in our theological 
seminaries. They are undermining 
the faith of the students. A survey 
of one university showed that only 
twenty-five per cent of the boys 
and girls who went from Christian 
homes to that university went 
back to take up work in their 
churches and Sunday Schools. We 
cannot afford to turn over our 
children to be educated, and have 
their hearts robbed of their faith 
and spiritual life. You cannot put 
enough in the brain of a man to 
overcome the harm you do him if 
you take faith out of his heart. 
And that is what they are doing. 


VII. Modernism, A Denial of 
Christ and Christianity 


I desire now to speak of the 
church. We have this controversy 
in all our churches. We have it in 
the Presbyterian Church. The oth- 
er day they had one hundred and 
fifty Presbyterian preachers who 
signed a statement, protesting 
against what the Assembly did. 
Remember this Assembly voted on 
roll. call (they called the roll, I 
think, the first time since 1906) 
and by a majority of eighty sub- 
stituted a minority report with 
only one person signing it for a 
majority report signed by twenty- 
one. They had packed the com- 
mittee in order to bring in a reso- 
lution favorable to Dr. Fosdick, 
but there was one man on there 
whom they could not keep off, 
and he brought in a minority re- 
port. A majority of the ministers 
voted for the minority report and 
a majority of all the laymen voted 
for it,-but if there was a promi- 
nent official of the Presbyterian 
Church who voted for it, I do not 
know who it was. We had the 
whole organization against us; and 
now we have a protest led by the 
men who were talking about har- 
mofiy—ever since they were de- 
feated on that roll call, they have 
done nothing but disturb the har- 
mony of the church. But not one 
of these men stated in this protest 
what he himself believed; these 
protesting ministers who profess 
to believe in the doctrines of the 
church say that they are not ma- 
terial. They act as the body guard, 
rear guard and front guard, for 
those who discard the Bible. We 
have a right to judge them by 
their acts rather than by their 
words. 

When a man tells me that he 
believes in the Virgin Birth, the 
resurrection of Christ and His a- 
tonement, and then adds, “But I 
can fellowship with those who do 
not,” I tell him I do not believe 


nostic; he gave up his belief in the | he believes what he professes to 


revelation of God’s will and dis- 
carded it in order to keep his hy- 
pothesis. That is what Darwin did, 
and I challenge any preacher who 
believes in evolution to tell the 
Story of Darwin’s life and then 
say to his congregation that he 
can harmonize Darwinism and 
Christianity. It cannot be done; 
Darwin could not do it. Following 
his evolutionary hypothesis, he 
gave up God, the Bible and Christ. 
I have spoken to you about 
Leuba. He sent questions to the 
scientists and on their answers he 


declares that over half of them tell 
-him that they do not believe in a 


personal God or personal immor- 
tality. Then he selected nine rep- 
resentative colleges and wuniver- 
Sities and sent questions to the 
students. On their answers, he de- 
Clares that fifteen per cent of the 
freshmen only had_ discarded 
Christianity; but that thirty per 
cent of the juniors had done so, 
and that, when they came to grad- 
uate forty to forty-five per cent 
of the men had discarded the car- 
dinal principles of the Christian 
faith. His explanation of increas- 
ing unbelief was “the influence of 
the cultured men” under whose 
instruction they passed. That is 
what is going on in our colleges. 


One of our religious papers re- 
ported the other day a survey of 
a’great university; it showed that 
sixty-two per cent of the men 
drank, fifty per cent gambled, and 
only ten per cent went to church. 
Another college president said that 
college boys do not “pray now, that 
if you asked about a personal God, 
they would not know what it 


believe, for a man who believes the 
doctrines of the church cannot 
count as a Christian brother a man 
who does not believe in these 
things. 

The Virgin Birth is the doctrine 
that is most disputed; it is the test 
question more than any other. I 
have men tell me, “Why, I believe 


in the Virgin Birth of Christ, my-: 


self, but I do not think it is nec- 
essary that one should believe in 
it, and I do not object to extend- 
ing fellowship to those who do not 
believe in it.” I say, “Your actions 
speak louder than your words.”’ 
What is the difference between 
God and man? It is infinite. What 
is the difference between the Son 
of God and the son of a man? It 
is infinite. Any man who believes 
that Christ was the’ Son of God, 
that He was with the Father be- 
fore He came down to earth to 
save men from their sins, that He 
was God incarnate in the flesh, 
that by His blood we are saved, 
and that when He had finished 
His work on earth and had offered 
His life in atonement for the sin 
of the world, He broke the bonds 
of the tomb, rose from the dead, 
ascended into heaven, and now sits 
beside the Father—a man who 
thus believes cannot acknowledge 
as a fellow-Christian one who be- 


‘lieves that Jesus was the son of 


Joseph, without any divine mission 
and still in the grave. 

Tf you want to know what mod- 
erism would do for the church, 
you do not have to look forward— 
look backward. Do you remember 
what the Bible says of the disciples 
when Christ was. crucified? They 


did not understand that Christ had 
tried so hard to explain to them, 
viz., that He would rise from the 
dead; therefore, when He was put 
into the grave, their dream was 
ended, their hopes were shattered 
and they were about to go back to 
the occupations from which He 
called them. Then something hap- 
pened—what? He rose: from the 
dead; that one fact changed this 
feeble group into a group of mar- 
tyrs; His timid followers (one of 
these denied Christ three times as 
He was on His way to the trial) 
were ready to die for the faith, 
and most of them did die for it, 
but they laid the foundation of 
the Christian Church. What is go- 
ing to be the result if the church 
gives up the doctrines that made 
the church possible? We would 
have had no church if Christ had 
not risen from the dead; and we 
will not have His church long if 
we put Him back in the tomb, 
roll the stone before the door and 
say, “He was just a man.” 


VIII. Christians Demand 
Simple Honesty and 
Fair Play 

Now, what is our plan? It is to 
take the mask off. When we admit 
people into the church, we have 
a right to see their faces and 
know their hearts. They cannot 
sit beside us cloaked and hidden 
and claim to be’ our brethren. 
These men who signed this protest, 
after refusing to tell us what they 
themselves believe, find fault with 
all we believe. There can be no 
unity and harmony between those 
who discard Christ and those who 
worship Him as their crucified and 
risen Lord. 


And so in the schools. They mis- 
represent our position. We do not 
deny anyone the right to think 
as he pleases; we believe in free- 
dom of conscience. We do not deny 
to any man freedom of speech. I 
will go as far as anyone on de- 
fending freedom of conscience and 
freedom of speech. If anyone 
wants to reject God, let him do it. 
If he wants to reject the Bible, let 
him do it. If he wants to reject 
Christ, let him do it. We will 
leave God and the Saviour to take 
care of themselves against those 
who deny them; we will invoke no 
law to punish them. But we insist 
that in this country the atheist 
and the agnostic have no higher 
rights than the Christian. When 
the Christians want to teach 
Christianity, they do not do it in 
the public schools and state un- 
iversities; they do it in Christian 
colleges that they have built with 
their own money and support out 
of their own pockets. As long as 
the Christians must build their 
own colleges in which to teach 
Christianity, then, my friends, the 
atheists must build their own col- 
leges in which to teach atheism. 
If they say they are not teaching 
atheism, but only a scientific in- 
terpretation of Christianity, we 
reply that nine-tenths of the Chris- 
tians believe the orthodox inter- 
pretation of Christianity, and if 
they cannot teach the views of 
the majority in the schools, sup- 
ported by taxation, then a few 
people cannot teach at public ex- 
pense their scientific interpreta- 
tion that attacks every vital prin- 
ciple of Christianity. 

These men are teaching the 
children in the schools that there 
is no such thing as a miracle; no 
such thing as the supernatural. 
And that means that Christ was 
not conceived by the Holy Ghost 
and born of the Virgin Mary; it 
means that He did not come down 
from heaven to save men from 
their sins; it means that He did 
not rise from the dead. That is 
their scientific interpretation of 
the Bible; it undermines’ every- 
thing that is vital in the Bible; 
they ought not to be allowed to 
do it and draw pay from the pub- 
lic while they do it. Boys and girls 
go to these colleges from Chris- 


‘tian homes and Christian churches 


and return with their faith des- 
troyed. There is not a Christian 
father and mother who would not 
rather that the child should be 
without education than to come 
back with its faith destroyed. The 
modernists do not understand that 
“out of the heart are the issues 
of life.” 


There never was a time when 
we needed religion more than to- 
day. We need it in the world; we 
need it in this country. Look at 
the sin and crime in our own

country. I might speak especially 
of the violation of the Eighteenth 
Amendment, but I am speaking 
of wrong doing in general. I saw 
a statement the other day show- 
ing that burglars stole sixty-five 
million dollars last year in this 
country: it stated how much the 
pickpockets got, how much the 
train bandits got, and how much 
the bank robbers got. After de- 
scribing the sums that these or- 
dinary criminals got, it said the 
swindlers stole two billions=-and 
they were all educated. A man 
may pick a pocket without educa- 
tion, but he cannot swindle on a 
large scale without being educated. 
There are seven thousand college 
men in our prisons; how much 
good has education done them? 
The country spent its money to 
educate them, but their hearts 
went wrong, and their hearts took 
their brains with them. Brains 
that were trained for the good of 
the country were turned to the 
plunder of society and there is no 
hope unless we can get back to a 
religion that makes men believe 
in God and a future life and gives 
them a sense of responsibility. The 
world needs Christ. 


We are coming out of the war, 
the greatest that the world ever 
knew. We look back and find 
thirty millions of human lives lost, 
three hundred. billions worth of 
property destroyed and the debts 
of the world more than six times 
as great as when the first gun 
was fired. We know that unless 
war can be abolished, there is no 
hope for the future and we know 
that war cannot be abolished un- 
less the world can be disarmed. 
The devil’s yoke has been upon the 
world, and the world has been 
bearing his burden; the devil has 
brought the world up to the brink 
of the bottomless pit—it must 
take off the devil’s yoke, and lay 
down the devil’s burden. 


To whom can the world turn? 
There is only One—the One reared 
in a carpenter shop is the one hope 
of the world. Christ must save a 
world that godless intelligence has 
almost ruined.

I remember a man in my child- 
hood who was the object of our

€hristian. One night he sat in a 


meeting where the power of. the|

graciously present. He was ap- 
proached by loving friends and 
amportuned to make his decision 
for Christ. There was every ev- 
tdence that he was deeply moved 
and convicted by the message and 
the atmosphere of the hour. But 
fie steadfastly refused to make any 
decision and at last arose and left 
the meeting. Years afterward 
while walking the street he was 
stricken with dread apoplexy, stag- 
eered, fell to his knees and thence 
prone to the pavement in. the 
agonies of sudden death, still an 
unsaved man. Back of the tragedy 
of. it all was this sobering fact. 
Before his death he had told some 
one that never since the memor- 
able night in the meeting when 
heshad decided against Christ had 
he ever had the slightest inclina- 
tion or conviction toward accept- 
ing, Him as the Saviour of his 
soul. He had neglected too long, 
and he bore to the hour of. his 
death a heart which had grown 
utterly hardened to all the appeals 
of the Spirit of God. 


Continuous’ resistance to the 
gospel of Christ steadily hardens 
the heart against it. Whether the 
appeal is to the conscience, the 
emotions, or the judgment the re- 
sult is the same. The voice of ap- 
peal becomes like the voice of one 
that*mocks. The heart-strings once 
responsive to every tender touch 
are now like loosened bow-strings. 
Tine soul once soft and plastic as 
wax’ is now like case-hardened 
steel. The will, which moves 
promptly and decisively in the 
trivial affairs of life, is bound 
with fetters of iron to the rock of 
in this eternal 


Once it was only functional; now 
it is organic and malignant. There 
is only one remedy. It is to break 
the hardened heart-crust by a 
definite acceptance of Jesus Christ, 
whose blood alone can make a- 
tonement for the soul and bring 
and whose 


resurrection life alone can fill 
your life with the precious fruit- 
age of the Spirit, and with power 
to love, to suffer, and to serve.

Now-He seems as 
distant as the unseen shore of a 
vast ocean so far and so steadily 
have you drifted from Him with 
the swift flight of passing years. 
Is your heart conscious of this 
awful sense of aloofness from 
Christ? Do you seem to yourself 
to have drifted out into a weary 


waste of distance, darkness, and|- 


death? Then remember the lonely 
figure drifting to his fate on the 
great ice-floe. Remember too that 


the one thing which would have 


saved him will save you. That one 
thing is decision to no longer neg- 
lect this so great salvation.

It Will be Too Late 


A lady who was one of the sur- 
vivors of the Titanic disaster drew 
a graphic picture of the end of 
that awful tragedy. As the great 
ship reared herself in the air, a- 
bout to take her last plunge into 
the deep, scores of dark figures 
could be seen falling from her 


decks into the icy waters. For al; 


few terrible moments after she 
had taken her plunge a wail of 
despair rose from the lips of these 
drowning men and women. One by 
one the cries ceased until at last 
there was but one voice heard 
calling in the night over the wat- 
ery waste. It was the voice of a 
man. In unspeakable agony of soul 
he was crying out “My God; my 
God!” Fainter and fainter grew 
this last wailing cry of a depart- 
ing soul, and then too that ceased, 


and all was still as death. Often 
have I tried to picture what must 
have gone through the mind of 
that last man struggling in the 
darkness against a certain doom. 
Perhaps the sweet sound of the 
village church bell floated to him 
in the darkness, and he realized 
the many moments he had let 
the gospel call pass by unheeded. 
Perhaps the tremulous voice of a 
mother’s prayer, as he bowed a 
thoughtless boy at her Knees, now 
rose up from the depths of mem- 
ory and he saw what God had 
meant him to be in all his wasted 
life. Perhaps in the blackness of 
that awful night he felt again the 
loving touch of his boyhood’s dear- 
est friend upon his shoulder, as 
a voice said “My boy why don’t 
you decide for Christ?” Perhaps 
some old scripture..text he had 
scoffed at and~spurned seemed 
blazoned across the starlit sky 
above him—‘How shall we escape 
if we neglect so great salvation.”

Every man is drifting swiftly 
toward that inevitable moment 
when the curtain of life drops;
